1, Short title.- —These rules may be called the Medical Facilities (Members of 
Parliament) Amendment Rules, 1966. 

2. Amendment to rule 2.—In rule 2 of the Medical Facilities (Members of 
Parliament) Rules. 1959, for the words “as in force for the time being’,’ the 
words “as in force from time to time” shall be substituted.
